GERONIMO’S SURRENDER 

A Sharp Set-Back on the Heels of a 

Glorious Success- The Silect, 
Grim Old Soldier. 


AND ESCAPE. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. | 
Fort Bowre, A. T., April 1, 1886.— 
I passed Tuesday night very handily at 
Bowie station with Lieut. McDonald, 
the herculean and intelligent command. 


He came from Fort Yama last Decem- 
ber, when so many troops were called 
from the coast at Gov. Zalick’s outcry. 
Gen. Crook never sent for them and 
never wanted them. He had already as 
many men as he could use. I find 
among them all, however, that inte/li-
